Publishing company, publishers of the 
World, for alleged libel in connection 
with publications concerning the Pan- 
vma canal purchase. 
The indictm ent was thrown out on 
the ground of lack of jurisdiction of 
the court and for other reasons, which 
Judge Hough announced would be 
stated in a memoranda to be filed 
later. 
The decision of Judge Hough is of 
International interest, the now famous 
libel case having at its inception in­ 
cluded form er President Roosevelt and 
his brother-in-law, Douglas Robinson, 
and President T aft and his brother, 
Charles P. T a ft 
The publication In the New York 
World and the Indianapolis News, just 
before the close of the last presiden­ 
tial campaign, of an article in which 
It was asserted that relatives of for­ 
mer President Roosevelt and President 
Taft were m embers of a syndicate to 
purchase the stock of the French Pan­ 
am a Canal company from the French 
stockholders, when it was certain the 
United States would buy th e ’ stock, 
created a sensation. 
The American 
syndicate was said to hare made mil­ 
lions. 
President Roosevelt sent a special 
message to congress on the m atter 
and made public correspondence in 
which he characterized the publication 
of the Panam a story as false. 
The federal proceedings in Indian­ 
ap o lis last October against Delavan 
Smith and Charles R. W illiams, pro­ 
prietors of 
the Indianapolis News, 
were thrown out of court. Judge An­ 
derson declaring the publishers should 
not be "dragged from their hom es" to 
W ashington to be tried. 
The decision of Judge Hough is gen- 
erally regarded as a closing chapter 
In the case.

In dis­ 
cussing the proposal of some of the 
leaders that the entire delegate body 
should go to Toledo next week for the 
wage c-onferenre with the operators in 
Ohio, Indiana and w estern Pennsylva­ 
nia. urged th a t wage contracts should 
not be signed by any districts of the 
union until all should have obtained 
from the mine operators a uniform ln- 
creHse of wages. 
“ No one district should slaughter 
another," Lewis said, "by sending coal 
into the m arket while the other dis­ 
trict was struggling for better wages.” 
Duncan McDonald, president of the 
Illinois district, one of the leaders of 
the element in the convention opposed 
to the policies of Lewis, heartily sup­ 
ported Lewis In his announced plan to 
make the strike general If a strike is 
necessary In any district.

Paris. Jan. 27.—T he floods through­ 
out France are steadily growing worse 
and have now become a national ca­ 
lamity. Over 30.000 peopl* are h o m e ­ 
less and the property loss is estlmat 
ed at $200,000,000. 
In this city the situation became 
more desperate as the day progressed. 
The Rue Royale between the Place de 
la Concorde and the Madeleine, the 
famous church edifice, began to sink 
and was hurriedly roped off. 
Several big fissures have occurred 
in the Javel region.The boulevard ad­ 
joining the Pout de Berry and tho 
street in front of th e I/JUvre museum 
also began to cave in. 
Foot passage across the Font des 
Hts Peres has been stopped. The flood 
Invaded streets are filled with row 
boats, the ow ners of which demand 
fabulous prices to remive furniture 
and valuables. 


Large Part of City Under Water. 


Large portions of the c apital are 
under water, six square miles of the 
historic Bois de Boulogne bc*ing sub­ 
merged. while the Seine has filled the 
subways, inundated the B abis Bour­ 
bon, the foreign office and scores of 
historic m onum ents along each side of 
the river. 
A blinding snow storm is raging In 
Paris, and. coupled with the hitter 
cold. added to the suffering and luls 
cry of the poor and homeless 
The many bridge* whic h span the 
river are threatened with d e s tru c t' n.

SEED CORN EVANGELIST. 


How Professor Holden Taught Iowa 
Farmer* to Plant Qood Grain. 
One day in 1904 an Iowa college pro­ 
fessor worked out a problem in arith­ 
metic which caused him to catch some 
of the zeal which the evangelists had 
caught in their training schools, and 
he resolved on a cam paign in behalf of 
yellow and white, variegated and red. 
dent and flint, Indian corn, alm ost as 
unusual as that adopted by the travel­ 
ing evangelists who had been calling 
men to account for the w aste of life 
by wickedness. 
Professor Holden’s little 
problem 
showed the farm s were increasing in 
value because of the new and complex 
development and new arm ies of pio­ 
neers pushing into the w est 
At the 
rate they were producing the best 
would soon stop "paying dividends” 
on a valuation of (IOO per acre. 
Thirty years ago, with land worth 
$8 to $20 per acre, a farm er did not 
need to be as careful as he m ust be to­ 
day, when the same land Is worth 
from $73 to $130 per acre. 
“There 
must be better farm ing in the middle 
west, and cue way to do it is to go 
out amoug the farm ers and show them 
that the ‘book farm ers’ in the agricul­ 
tural colleges are practical farm ers— 
that they are callable of making more 
thau a living on forty acres and would 
not starve to death on IOO acres, as 
the farm ers say sometimes,” said Hol­ 
den after having thought the m atter 
over. 
Other men w ere giving thought to 
the same problem of rising laud val 
ues and lagging production.

as 1896 Heury Wallace, editor of W al­ 
lace's Farm er, in company with State 
Ihriry Commissioner Boardman, had 
made a trial of the special train as an

Honey 8tors is Insufficient. 
No one should attempt to winter a 
hive of bees which Is poorly supplied 
with honey 
Such a colony needs to 
be either fed or brirastoned. 
Only 
good. heavy colonies should be win­ 
tered. 
One can tell whether a hive 
has sufficient stores for winter by test­ 
ing the weight, 
lf the hive lifts like 
a Pox of bricks It has enough stores, 
but lf ll lifts easily, like an empty box. 
then It has insufficient honey to carry 
the bees 
through a severe winter, 
writes Allen l^itham in the Farm er. 
It Is not difficult to feed a colony for 
winter 
Dissolve seven pints of gran­ 
ulated sugar in about four pints of 
hot water 
Pour the gallon of sirup 
resulting Into four quart Jars and 
invert these in shallow saucers, prefer­ 
ably shallow tins, like the covers of 
lard palls. 
Place them just at dusk 
either over the frames of the hive or 
about the entrance. 
Insert small nails 
under the edges of the Jars to allow 
air to enter as the sim p is licked up. 
If the night is cold throw two or three 
sacks over the Jars to hold the heat 
and encourage the lies* to carry the 
simp Into the hive. 
Htlr the bees up 
before throwing the sacks over the 
Jars. 
This feed can be given at any 
time till such cold weather sets In 
that the bees will not take care of it. 
The amount suggested Is enough to 
take bees Into early April. 
All hives that have enough stores 
can be protected for winter iii the fol­ 
lowing simple manner: Select na many 
large bran hacks as there are hives. 
Open the bottom of each sack so that 
the two ends are alike. 
Have ready 
dry leaves, laths, small nails and ham­ 
mer. 
Draw a sack down over a hive 
as ysn would draw a sticking over 
your foot. 
Before starting in plate a 
small block over the entrance to keep 
the lK*es Id while the work is being 
done 
Fasten the edge of the sack 
along the bottom of the hive with a 
piece of lath seeur»*d by two nails. 
I .et the sack come quite to the bottom 
at the sides and the ba< k of the hive. 
but In front turn It up so the en tm nee 
will is* left unobstructed. 
Now push 
leaves In between hive and sack, till­ 
ing first at each corner, so thu‘ sack 
Is free from hive on ult sides. 
Pack 
In the leaves firmly all round and 
above the hive till the sack Is nearly 
full. 
Then with some long nails or 
with strings gather the upper edges of 
the sack so that the leaves will not 
spring out. 
As the hive now is rain will wet the 
loaves and make the protection worse 
than useless. 
Some waterproof mate­ 
rial must be laid over all. 
A square 
of tar palier laid over and then cov­ 
ered with another sack is good. 
This 
uniter sack should have Its corners 
pinned down with wire nails. 
It takes but half an bour to get a 
hive ready for wiuter In this manner, 
and the labor will be well paid for. 
Thus pre|Htr«si the colonies will winter 
splendidly In even severe winters and 
will build up rapidly in the spring to 
furnish early swarm s or supers of 
boney. 
This protection can be taken 
off iii early May and made into a bon­ 
fire. the sacks being saved for smoker 
fuel—fuel of the very best sort to 
inuke ( lean white smoke.

go into plant breeding, but to confine 
himself largely to insisting that the 
fanners plant selected seed corn, seed 
which had been tested in a simple de­ 
vice which could be made In any farm 
workshop. Given this hint in lectures 
aud by the use of charts, the Iowa ed 
nestor believed the direct result would 
be Instantaneous, while the fairyland 
of science would be opened a little 
way to the farm ers, and they would 
realize after the first year or tw o of 
experim enting th at by harnessing up 
and using the forces of heredity In 
com aud other farm crops production 
could be greatly increased and conse­ 
quently the profits of farm ing become 
greater, the laud “pay dividends” on a 
higher valuation, because brains had 
been mixed with muscle in meeting 
the see sons. 
The work Professor Holden proposed 
to do was evangelistic, aud when bls 
trains were started down the long 
lines of shim m ering steel they became 
known as “seed corn gospel train*.” 
Some of the figures Profeasor Uoldeu 
presented were startling, but they sent 
large audiences of farm ers away from 
the meetings pledged never aguln to 
•elect seed corn from a crib with a 
scoop shovel. 
‘ 


Remedy For Potato Blight. 
An effectual remedy for potato blight 
has been found in bordeaux mixture. 
which consists of four pounds of COF 
l>er sulphate and five or six pounds of 
fresh lime in sixty gallons of w ater 
This remedy is also effectual against 
what is knowu as the early blight, 
which attacks the early varieties, while 
the late blight seldom appears before 
the first of August and does not a t­ 
tack the late kinds unless they ars 
planted late In the season. 
This mix 
ture can be used In connection with 
parts greeu or arsenate of lead for the 
potato beetle. 
The arsenical article is 
especially valuable, as It does not bum 
the foliage and adheres so firmly that 
It is not easily washed off by rain. 
When spraying with this In connection 
w-itb tho bordeaux mixture, use two 
isjunds of the arsenate in fifty gallons, 
aud use when the beetles first uppear.
